Who you gonna call? 


City man baffled by government Benes to letter-writing efforts

hat happens when you write a 
W letter to your MLA, a particu- 

lar minister, or a particular 
premier? Do they get it? Do they 
read it? Who sends out the res- 
ponses? How much weight does 
your letter carry with a govern- 
ment hell-bent on passing a law 
without answering any questions 
along the way? 

Ask John Newton. He describes 
himself as a normal Albertan who 
believed the Tories when they said 
spending was out of control and 
deep cuts were required. Then, 
while he was teaching marching 
band last fall, Newton stumbled 
across a copy of Kevin Taft’s book, 
Shredding the Public Interest. 

“I read this book and I was just 
enraged,” says Newton. “Taft's 
argument is that something weird 
happened in the early ‘90s, and we 
all missed the fact that the govern- 
ment was saying that health-care 
costs had tripled when in fact they 
hadn’t changed as a percentage of 
total spending.” 

Feeling doubly burned, by both 
the government and by the media, 
which unquestioningly spread the 
news, Newton knew that when it 
came to the Government of 
Alberta and its plans for the 
health-care system, it was up to 
him to find his own answers. What 
did he do? Following last Novem- 
bers release of the government's 
alth-care policy, Newton wrote a 
letter to the premier, detailing his

Epcor should fill potholes, not pockets

ou know how ridiculous it 
Yy looks when someone's being 

walked by a dog? That’s what 
city council looks like now, in its 
dealings with the water and power 
utility it owns, named Epcor. The 
city is the owner; Epcor is the 
mutt. Epcor is straining at the 
leash to run out and play with the 
big dogs in the off-leash private 
sector and the city clearly needs 
some instruction on heeling its 
unruly hound. 

Here's the situation: last year, 
city council voted against selling 
the utility and in favor of shelving 
any talk of a sale until after the 
next civic election. It seems coun- 
cillors didn’t feel voters had given 
them a mandate to sell Epcor and 
wanted the possibility of a sale put 
to public debate during an elec- 
tion. Fair enough. 

Most Edmontonians understood 
council just fine, but it’s tough to 
say what Epcor executives imag- 
ined council was getting at. So, in 
a series of three closed-door meet- 
ings it held with council recently, 
unelected Epcor executives prod- 


ded elected council members 
toward a reversal of that decision. 

The utility was only talking 
about being sold, understand, and 
the city didn't budge. But Epcor 
did pretty much manhandle city 
hall, convincing councillors to pre- 
tend Epcor’s a private-sector dog. 
Council voted to take a more 
hands-off approach, allowing 
Epcor to enter into partnerships, 
buy other companies and build 
new projects without council’s 
permission. 

This is a backward step in modi- 
fying the behavior of a utility dying 
to become a private company, 
against its owner's wishes. In fact, 
the move is regressive. The deci- 
sion puts greater distance between 
council, as Epcor’s sole sharehold- 
er, and the utility it owns outright. 
It sheds another degree of involve- 
ment in, and responsibility for, an 
asset worth as much as $1.8 bil- 
lion, putting important decisions in 
the hands of unelected, unaccount- 
able city employees. 

Of course, it means politicians 
don't get their hands dirty over 
dicey issues like proposed expan- 


sion of the Rossdale Plant, a devel- 
opment our elected representa- 
tives ought to be involved in. This 
way, when Epcor holds public 
meetings to discuss the planned 
plant expansion but won't allow 
the media to attend, politicians 
come out of an ugly situation 
clean. Surrendering such decision- 
making is either lazy or political 
cowardice. 

Councillors might gain political- 
ly from such a move — neither 
selling off nor running the utility. 
And in turn, the more the city 
treats Epcor as if it were a private 
company, the more Epcor behaves 
as one. But why should Epcor’s 
managers be so keen on having the 
utility sold, anyway? 

The power industry is headed 
towards deregulation, but that 
doesn’t mean selling Epcor is sud- 
denly a wise move. The decision 
should surely rest with council, 
not Epcor. The objectivity of a 
report on Epcor's sale, conducted 
by RBC Dominion Securities in 
1998, has come into question. The 
report recommended the city sell 
Epcor, yet RBC itself stood to gain 


from Epcor’s sale. City Hall has, 
for poorly explained reasons, 
ignored an independent study on 
the matter. 

But even in the absence of a 
study the city finds acceptable, 
everyone knows which direction 
Epcor's pulling. So one must ques- 
tion whose interests Epcor man- 
agers are protecting: those of its 
shareholders (that’s you and me 
getting power at cost and, if Epcor 
turns a profit, having fewer pot- 
holes to dodge on the way to 
work), or the more lucrative 
rewards to be had in the power- 
for-profit sector. 

That's how it is that we find the 
city and Epcor stumbling down the 
street in a tug-of-war, the owner 
half afraid and barely in control of 
its own house pet. In such situa- 
tions, man and beast require train- 
ing — obedience schools teach 
both how to behave. 

Unless voters take that instruc- 
tive role and tell council to roll up 
a newspaper and deal more firmly 
with Epcor, it won’t happen. Call 
your council member today and 
urge the city to curb its dog. 


Media’s gushing about new composting facility, but maybe it’s producing garbage 


Editor, SEE 

I am writing this letter in regards to all of 
the popular media's glorification of the new 
TransAlta composting facility. I thought I 
might shed a little different light on the whole 
thing. While I recognize the importance of 
composting our organic wastes and appreciate 
the effort that is being put forth into this oper- 
ation, I have a few problems with this concept. 

First, composting requires almost no energy 
input whatsoever except for the energy it 
takes to get off your duff and to turn over your 
pile(s) once in a while. As far as we are con- 
cerned, composting is a passive process 
(although it is very active at the microbial 
level). Through use of the TransAlta compost- 
ing facility, we are taking such a passive, no- 
energy process and turning it into one enor- 
mous, energy-consuming process. 

Second, a couple of experts I have talked to 
are awfully leery of the quality of this com- 
post. You may have heard about the Class B

compost that is mostly produced from this 
facility, a grading based on the fact that the 
compost is high in some heavy metals. While 
this compost will not be used for growing 
food, I question why it would be safe for any 
other application. Because it is high in some 
heavy metals, runoff and seepage into ground- 
water, lakes, rivers, etc. could become a seri- 
ous problem. 

Third, now that the general public sees that 
their waste is being composted somewhere 
else, it gives them an excuse not to compost 
for themselves, the right way, fuelling the envi- 
ronmental laziness that is so prevalent in our 
society despite everyone’s claim that they 
want to be environmentally friendly (read: 
recycle). 

While it may seem strange for anyone to be 
critical of such a seemingly beneficial opera- 
tion, true composters see right through it. I 
would like to think that TransAlta could have 
made better use of its $100 million or so, pro- 
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moting real composting and lobbying the 
municipal government to compost yard wastes 
in the same manner that is used in St. Albert 
and elsewhere.

t’s a meeting of the two solitudes 
| Studio Theatre as Montreal- 

based francophone director 
Jean-Stephane Roy directs the 
enigmatic Pericles, Prince of Tyre 
by William Shakespeare at the 
University of Alberta’s Timms 
Centre for the Arts. 

To say Roy enjoys a challenge 
is an understatement, particularly 
in this case: Pericles is the first 
English-language play Roy has 
directed and it’s one of Shake- 
speare’s most obscure works. 

“I was specifically brought in 
because this play is an ‘undesir- 
able’ difficult work from Shake- 
speare’s canon,” he says with a 
sly smile. “I was just crazy 
enough to do it. Our goal here is 
to challenge the audience.” 

That’s no understatement. 
Pericles is one of Shakespeare’s 
most controversial works and 
has long been believed to have 
been written by the bard with the 
help of a collaborator — the 
actor George Wilkins. 
Underlining the traces of two dif- 
ferent voices, Roy notes that the 
first two acts differ in structure 
from the rest of the play, necessi- 
tating some cuts to even out the 
pace and harmonize the shifts in 
structure. 

Even with cuts, Pericles is one 
of the Bard’s more complicated 
plots and quite the theatrical ride. 
The plays follows the widely trav- 


elled, luck-impaired Pericles of 
Tyre across 16 years of his life as 
he’s buffeted from kingdom to 
kingdom, tragedy to tragedy, 
adventure to adventure — fleeing 
the King of Antioch, relieving 
famine in Tarsus, surviving ship- 
wrecks, kidnappings and the loss

of his wife and daughter. 

In the end, being that the play 
isn’t a tragedy but a kind of odd 
morality play, all is righted and 
Pericles finally gets the peace 
and love he deserves, reunited 
with wife and child who weren't 
dead after all. And like 
Apollonius, Pericles is a severely 
tested man — something the 
young cast of the play must sure- 
ly identify with. 

To best create the ambitious 
post-modern production of the 
play he desires, Roy is giving the 
young actors a whole new set of 
acting tools. 

“They are finding out that they 
are creators too and that I’m 
expecting that they bring more to 
the table.”

For example, the director regu- 
larly breaks some of the unspoken 
rules of the English theatre world 
by not telling the actors what 
they’ll be working on during the 
next day's rehearsal. 

There are other procedural dif- 
ferences. In Québec, Roy 
explains, the set design is often 
only finalized in the second week 
of rehearsal — after the director 
and actors have a sense of where 
they are going. 

But in most theatres in 
Western Canada the set, the cos- 
tumes and most of the directorial 
vision are already in place or well 
under way by the time rehearsals 
start. 

Roy’s process regarding text is 
also quite different from what the 
Studio Theatre actors are accus- 
tomed to. 

“Our job is not just about the 
words. We have to understand 
what’s under the words — 
become like archeologists dig- 
ging at the words.” 

“We have to live the story. In 
the theatre action is more impor- 
tant than the text, since we're lis- 
tening to a play,” he said. 
“Directing a work is rewriting 
that work in movement.”

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Jazz City shows caught in venue switcheroo

t won't be long until the annual 
Fa City Press conference is 

held in the Marlboro Room of 
the Westin Hotel announcing this 
year’s complete lineup, but that 
doesn’t mean news associated 
with the festival is non-existent 
until early May. 

As has been mentioned in this 
column, tickets for the Jonny Lang 
show at the Jubilee on June 28 are 
moving ata brisk clip and it’s a 
given the concert will be a sell-out 
long before the actual date. The 
Holly Cole concert was another 
major Jazz City show that was 
planned for the trusty old venue 
but, as of a few days ago, at least 
one other Jazz City show will also 
be held in the Jube. 

Keb Mo was to headline a poten- 
tially awesome acoustic blues dou- 
ble-bill with Roy Rogers and Shana 
Morrison at the Winspear Centre 
on June 23, but the show has now 
been shuffled over to the Jubilee 
after sponsorships caused a con- 
flict between the downtown music 
hall and the festival. 

Jazz City recently cut a deal 
with the University of Alberta 
audio outlet Hard Drive, allowing 
the store to exclusively sell jazz 
discs at all the festival concert 
venues. Around the same time 
management at the Winspear 
negotiated a year-long contract 


with HMV allowing that company 
to operate a small store out of the 
lobby of the concert hall. 

It sounds as though both sides 
were equally surprised by each 
other’s new associations and it has 
definitely caused a minor rift 
between the venue and festival 
that have come together for a 
number of shows since the 
Winspear opened almost three 
years ago. 

“I expressed a ‘let’s see if we can 
work this out approach,’ but the 
next thing I saw was that the Keb 
Mo show was moved to the 
Jubilee. What I find interesting is 
that the Rickie Lee Jones concert 
in our hall seems to be staying put. 
So maybe Jazz City has worked 
something out with its sponsor for 
that show,” says Paul Moulton, 
facilities director for the Winspear. 
He then went on to explain why he 
opted for a deal with HMV. 

“We saw too many high-profile 
artists coming into the concert hall 
without product, which is under- 
standable due to the relationship 
between artists with major record- 
ing deals who, in turn, have deals 
with the chains. For instance 
Diana Krall and Gordon Lightfoot 
don’t bring product on-tour with 
them but their audiences were 
looking for it in the lobby. It made 
sense to have a selection of discs 
available here,” said Moulton,

whose venue completed the Jazz 
City hub of the Churchill Square 
stage along with the Westin Hotel’s 
ballroom and the Marlboro Room. 

One thing is for certain, Moulton 
would like to see more Jazz City 
shows back in the Winspear next 
year and feels the association had 
been of benefit to both parties. 

“T really think we’ve been instru- 
mental in helping Jazz City grow 
and this hall was a perfect fit for a 
number of shows over the past 
two festivals,” concluded Moulton 
who didn’t sound as though he 
was about to lose any sleep over 
the loss of a couple of dates.

If you're a party person, then 
you have at least one thing in 
common with the Jungle 
Brothers. The ‘P’ in V.I_P., their 
new album recorded with the 
Propellerheads’ Alex Gifford 
twisting the knobs, very defi- 
nitely stands for ‘Party.’ If 
you're down on the hip-hop tip 
but think the shit’s a little wack 
nowadays with all the negativi- 
ty, then you too have at least 
one thing in common with the 
Jungle Brothers. 

“The attitude we started with 
this record was that we wanted 
to be upbeat, we-wanted to 
have a good time, we want to 
put the fun-loving spirit back 
into hip hop,” says Nathaniel 
“Afrika Baby Bam” Hall. 

While collaborating with the 
Propellerheads on Decksand- 
drumsandrockandroll, the 


P*heads Alex Gifford offered 
Hall some advice that moved 
the Jungle Brothers to reassess 
their approach to music. 

“We was in their studio, once 
I picked up the track and start- 
ed writing some things down,

Says.

Jungle Brothers performance 
Get the impression they're try- 
ing to drive down the average 
age in their demographics? 
Make sure to catch them on 
tour across North America 
warming up for the Backstreet 
Boys. 

“All part of the good times,” 
answers Hall pragmatically. 
“They were touring Europe al 
the same time we were, we 
were in a lot of the same coun- 
tries together and you could 
just feel their presence. I was 
tired of touring Europe and 
Asia on a large scale and then 
coming to America and having 
to do these smaller raves. I 
loved doing it, but America is 
huge! When you're trying to get 
your music out there, you can’t 
win America over playing little 
clubs every night.”

No. A book would be straight- 
forward and Alexander has never 
chosen to do anything in a 
straightforward manner. Instead of 
pages between covers, Alexander's 
latest offering, entitled Amelia’s 
Aquarium, tells its stories in a 
series of 65 flash cards embla- 
zoned with art and text that is 
poignant and humorous. 

Amelia's Aquarium tells a few 
stories interspersed among the 
ecards. The ups and downs of 
Amelia's love life are revealed in a 
series of postcards to and from her 
lover, X, and correspondence 
between Amelia and her gay confi- 
dante, Buddy. 

A side story about eight and 52 
sneaks in an account of sexual 
abuse Amelia suffered as a child. A 
nursery-rhyme about a wolf and a 
sheep named Lola fleshes out 
details of Amelia’s past. 

The work turns up one surprise 
after another, employing smart lit- 
erary gadgets to keep readers 
engaged. One card, for example, is 
a list of things Amelia knows 
about X. 

“I think this piece was so mini- 
malist and I wanted to give more 
information. On some levels X is 
even more intriguing than Amelia 
because Amelia is the kind of per-

son who gets wrapped up in things 
— she’s wrapped up in her 
molestation, her illness and 
depression, and it is quite natural 
for her to be wrapped up in a rela- 
tionship. So the reader is curious 
as to what kind of person this X 
could be,” says Alexander. 

But given that information and 
other things revealed in the book, 
you begin to wonder how well 
Amelia really knows X. 

“Sometimes what we do know 
about someone else tells us what 
we don’t know about them,” she 
explains, 

Like facts about X, much of the 
story is open to questions and 
interpretation. The story tells us 
Amelia lives near the ocean, but 
we're never sure if that’s a factor a 
metaphor in Amelia’s deeply dis- 
turbed life. But that’s the way life 
is, aecording to Alexander. 

“We don’t know all about what 
is true in our lives or about what

isn’t true in our lives — so much of 
life is just us winging it.” ” 
Alexander doesn’t necessarily 
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wing it in life. She made her liter 
ary début a couple of years ago 
with a splash, self-publishing a 
controversial book of poetry enti 
tled girl.boy fish. Last summer, 
she penned a hit Fringe Festival 
play, Zeno’s Deli, that included 
eannibalism, necrophilia and 
“beautiful lesbians having sex.” 
Zenojs Deli, she says, “was very 
Zhatina.” 

The Fringe also featured a short 
film by Alexander, Apples and 
Oranges, in its film component 
Another short film by Alexander, 
Smear, has been chosen as one of 
12 finalists in the Local Heroes 
International Film Festival's Local 
Exposure contest. 

Amelia’s Aquarium has been 
nominated for a Governor Gen- 
eral’s Award for poetry and for the 
Stephan G. Stephansson Poetry 
Award from the Alberta Writers 
Guild. All that fuss and not so 
much as a Cover or pages. 

“It’s almost, ikea lovemaking 
with the readér, bécause they cai 
touch the cards and read them,” 
she says. “The point was we were 
looking at what was the main mes- 
sage of Amelia and her illness and 
her relationships. It was that life is 
not about the cards you get bu! 
how you play them.” 4

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Local hero focusing on film fest’s roots

aybe it wasn’t such a great 
Ml idea to try to interview a film 
buff like Bill Evans on the 
night of the Academy Awards 
when there's a TV his eyes have 
access to. During the lifetime 
achievement awards segment, 
Evans’ eyes are constantly drawn 
to the flickering light by scenes he 
has stored in a vast mental ency- 

clopedia of film knowledge. 

“Danton’s going to face the guil- 
lotine,” he injects, mid-sentence, 
as a scene from Andrzej Wazdja’s 
Danton flashes soundlessly over- 
head. But for Evans, festival direc- 
tor and programmer for this year’s 
Local Heroes International Film 
Festival, which runs March 31 to 
April 8 at the Princess Theatres 
and the Garneau Theatre (with 
ancillary events at various loca- 
tions), the countless hours spent 
in darkened cinemas are only the 
beginning of his-qualifications. 

A former Metro Cinema pro- 
grammer and an indie filmmaker 
in his own right, Evans has spent 
most of the past two decades 
studying, thinking about and being 
involved in film as a writer, actor, 
director and whatever else he 
could do to help out a colleague. A 
graduate of the film program at 
Simon Fraser University, Evans 
was involved in the Vancouver 
Film Festival for nine years before 
returning to his home town to get 
involved in Edmonton's film scene. 
His first brush with Local Heroes 
impressed an ideal on him that he 
says very much informs his 
approach to this year’s festival. 

“My first involvement with Local 
Heroes was in 1996 when I helped 
bring in (legendary German direc- 
tor) Werner Herzog and got to 
understand the philosophy of the 
festival back then . .. He embodied 
— or embodies still — what I 
understand to be the spirit of 
Local Heroes and what I’ve tried to 
do this year is look back at that 
incident and that particular film- 
maker and understand why he was 


the brain for most of his life. 


such a success to bring in. 
Basically, what he brought to the 
audiences in Edmonton was the 
idea that ‘you too can make a film, 
you can be a local hero,’ and the 
films I've tried to bring in are ones 
that demonstrate that.” 

Those films don’t all have huge 
budgets, though there are a few 
bigger films at the festival. Evans 
calls the smaller, independently 
produced films like Weak at

“These are films that were made 
because of five people who had a 
passion for making films and 
telling stories and obviously some 
talent for doing it, but they weren't 
films that required massive bud- 
gets and a Hollywood approach to 
film making. Like Werner Herzog 
— ‘steal a camera, make a film,’

Savor sweet Moment

curious relationship exists in 
Air movies. The higher the 

stakes are — a million dollars, 
the fate of the whole world! — the 
less is at stake. The movies that 
manage to deliver any payoff are 
the ones that leave the stakes low. 
A Moment of Innocence falls into 
this latter category. It deploys a 
deceptively simple demeanor — 
non-professional actors, location 
shooting — and a low narrative 
economy to reap huge rewards. 
It’s a sweet, gentle film that deftly 
avoids the mawkish or the saccha- 
rine through its cinema verite style 
and slyly ironic tone. 

Iranian director Mohsen Mak- 
hmalbaf, like his fellow country- 
man Abbas Kiarostami (two of 
whose films show at the Metro on 
Wednesday, April 5), evinces a fas- 
cination with the interplay 
between reality and representa- 
tion. A Moment of Innocence is 
based on an incident from 
Makhmalbaf's youth: the violent 
confrontation between himself and 
a policeman (Moharam Zinal- 
zadeh) during the Shah’s regime 
that landed Makhmalbaf in jail. 
Fifteen years later the two men 
met again when the policeman 
responded to a casting call for 
Makhmalbaf’s Salaam Cinema. 
This meeting occasioned the con- 
ception for A Moment of 
Innocence; the two men would col- 
laborate on making a film about 
their first and rather bloody 
encounter. A film starring them 
but also with actors playing them.

director and the policeman is dif- 
fused through small moments, cre- 
ating the sense neither man knows 
what to do with the baggage of 
their history.

In Full Gallop leaves you with 
that same satisfied feeling. Hubert 
(the wonderful Bartosz 
Obuchowicz) is a young kid living 
in Communist Poland. His family 
is being harassed by the govern- 
ment because his father defected 
to England. Worried that Hubert 
will be prevented from getting a 
good education, his mother sends 
him to live with an aunt in 
Warsaw. Enrolled in a good social- 
ist school, his classmates begin to 
suspect his background. It doesn’t 
help that his aunt is wildly eccen- 
tric and strong-willed, and worst 
of all, loves horses more than any- 
thing. In Full Gallop is a semi- 
autobiographical story about liv- 
ing out one’s desires under a 
repressive regime. It is a film with 
a big heart and the affection 
Zanussi has for the characters and 
the respect he has for the memo- 
ries of childhood is fully apparent 
in the surprise ending. Delightful.

Young love, 
old love, rivalries, reconciliation 
and irredeemable loss are just some 
of the ingredients, but the tone is 
light and the constant action never 
seems contrived. In the end, the

His goal, to create a very specific person- 

tory of food that would recreate 
the loving rituals by which his mother and 
aunts — if not all the women before them in 
Barbados — prepared food.
